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Communications From the National Officers 


From the National President 


Facing the Executive Committee which 
took office July 1, 1924, is an organization 
of thirty-three chapters united in spirit, 
devoted to the ideals of the profession and 
ready to function for its advancement. 
The outstanding problem, therefore, it 
seems to me, is to carry out in a very specific 
and definite way the ideals of the Fraternity, 
Research, Leadership and Service. If, 
during the next two years, this aim can not 
be, in part, attained, the future of the 
Fraternity as such is threatened. It is true 
that the organization could doubtless go on 
in a fraternal sense, but to do this would be 
to forsake the ideals of its founders. Un- 
doubtedly, then, the big problem facing us 
for the few years ahead, is to make prac- 
tical these aims and ideals. 

In the next place, if this work is to be 
carried forward, a definite financial policy 
must be adopted and followed out. In no 
sense should there be a strong central or- 
ganization which would dominate the local 
chapters. However, a common purpose 
and policy demand that the national or- 
ganization be kept intact. This should be 
done at the lowest possible financial out- 
lay. Doubtless much of the money required 
for its up-keep should come from the field 
members rather than from the local chap- 
ters. In spite of the fact that the last 
Council was unwilling to vote an assess- 
ment which would tax field members to any 
appreciable extent, the writer feels that this 
is the only satisfactory solution of the 
problem. A committee appointed for the 
investigation of this matter will report not 


later than the next Council Meeting. It is 
to be hoped that this problem can be suc- 
cessfully solved. 

If the field members are to pay more 
largely than they have done previously, 
a policy must be pursued which will con- 
vince them that the outlay is decidedly 
worth while. The responsibility here, un- 
doubtedly, rests very largely with the local 
chapters, though the field members them- 
selves can contribute very definitely in this 
respect. In other words, through the carry- 
ing out of the policies which are practical 
applications of our ideals, all field members 
will be enlisted to carry forward the work of 
the Fraternity. 

Final responsibility rests in connection 
with the choice of men to become members 
of the Fraternity. Since we are primarily 
a professional fraternity, all who give evi- 
dence of ability to contribute to the pro- 
fession and who give promise of responding 
to the work of the Peiseridty, should be 
considered worthy. In no sense should we 
be considered as a select group other than 
on the basis above mentioned. 

Though there are other outstanding 
problems which face the new Executive 
Committee, to my mind the ones mentioned 
above are vital to the future progress and 
success of the organization. 

As a Committee, we bespeak the co-opera- 
tion and support of chapters and members. 
At the same time, we feel confident we shall 
receive them.

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One of the problems that has caused more 
confusion in the conducting of Fraternity 
business than is generally realized is the 
problem of chapter accounting. The Ninth 
Council, December, 1921, tentatively 
adopted a set of chapter accounting forms 
and referred the matter to the National 
Treasurer, Charles S. Miller, and to the 
undersigned as a committee to go ahead and 
publish and distribute these accounting 
forms to the Chapters at cost. Brother 
Miller and the writer after carefully con- 
sidering these forms were convincéd that 
for two reasons they should not yet be 
ublished: first, the re-construction prob- 
ems of the Chapters were not sufficiently 
solved; second, the forms themselves were 
too complicated. Therefore, the National 
Treasurer and the National Secretary, dur- 
ing the biennium, secured information on 
this problem from the various Chapters and 
referred these forms back to the Tenth 
Council, December, 1923. See February, 
1924, Phi Delta Kappan, page 13, column 2, 
item “j.”” In his report to the Council, the 
National Secretary further recommended 
that a committee of the Council be ap- 
pointed for further study of this question. 
That recommendation was accepted. See 
February, 1924, Phi Delta Kappan, page 25, 
column 1, legislative act No. 5. The com- 
mittee made its report back to the Council 
and that report you will find on page 33, 
column 2, of the February, 1924, Phi Delta 
Kappan. The committee recommended that 
these accounting forms be referred to the 
National Secretary and the National Secre- 
tary-elect as a committee of two to prepare 
for publication, subject to the approval of 
the Executive Committee and suggestions 
from the various active Chapters, the 
respective delegates to the Council to serve 
as the connecting agency for securing Chap- 
ter suggestions. See legislative act No. 
24 of the Tenth Council. The letter and 
spirit of that act has been carried out and 
we now have in the press—10 July, ’24— 
the following accounting forms that will be 
distributed by National Secretary Wise as 
soon as they are available. 


1. Chapter Treasurer’s Receipts and Dis- 
bursements Record. This is a permanently 
bound book of 72 pages, bound in tough 
kraft paper, pages 914x10 inches. The left 
page is for the record of monies received 
under two general classifications, namely,

(a) for local or chapter purposes, and (b) 
for national purposes. The right page is 
for a record of disbursements similarly 
classified, that is, local or national. Thus, 
the chapter treasurer, by making his entries 
romptly in this one book, will automatical- 
y have a complete record of receipts and 
disbursements in day book form and in 
ledger form without any posting. At the 
same time, he will have a complete and in- 
stantaneous reference to the standing of 
his chapter with the National Office. This 
one book takes the place of three separate 
forms that were considered and tentatively 
approved by the Ninth Council. This 
account book has been inspected and ap- 
proved by the Albert T. Bacon and Com- 
pany of Chicago, Certified Public Account- 
ants. 


2. Individual Account of Members. This 
is a loose-leaf individual record. The size 
of the sheet is 334x634 inches. The record 
is provided with a cloth bound ring book 
and a set of guide sheets entitled respectively 
“In Good Standing,” “In Arrears,” ‘‘Sus- 
pended and Demitted.” 


Thus, these two record books take the 
place of five different accounting forms that 
were proposed by the Ninth Council. Inas- 
much as every active chapter and every 
delegate to the Tenth Council had a part 
in the making of these accounting forms, 
the present National Treasurer and the 

resent National Secretary have reason to 
bone and believe that these forms will meet 
the needs of each of the chapters. The com- 
mittee recommends that these forms be 
faithfully used during the present biennium 
and that each chapter make it a point to 
recommend to the Eleventh Council any 
needed alterations. 


Two other re-construction problems have 
remained to be solved, namely, (1) re-con- 
struction of the chapter rolls, (2) a better 
method of reporting initiates. An Entry 
and Discharge Record was adopted by the 
Tenth Council and the undersigned was 
instructed to have these Entry and Dis- 
charge Records bound and completely filled 
in for each chapter and charged to the 
chapters at cost. That work is now nearing 
completion and will be done by the 15th 
instant, when these Entry and Discharge 
Record books with certified roll to the first 
of July, 1924, will be forwarded to Secretary 
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Wise, who will forward them on to the 
respective chapters. 

teen hee a better method of reporting 
initiates, that problem too, was left to the 
undersigned and to Brother Wise as a com- 
mittee of two with power to act. We have 
made a very thorough investigation of the 
whole question and have been assisted more 
or less by almost every chapter. Especially 
helpful suggestions were received from 
Gamma, Epsilon, Zeta, Eta, Kappa and 
Upsilon as well as from members of the 
Executive Committee. The result of oui 
work is the revision and combination into 
one and only one form of the former Personal 
History Record and Initiate’s Record, and 
the new form is to be known as “‘Candidate’s 
Personal History.”” It is to be filled in 
after the candidate’s election and before his 
initiation. 

The purpose of all this work has been, 
first, to reduce to a minimum the quantity 
of clerical work to be done by chapters, and, 
second, to reduce to a minimum the cor-

respondence between the chapters and the 
National Office. As a by-product we also 
hope for a reduction in the overhead at the 
National Office. 

In this connection we invite the attention 
of each chapter to legislative act No. 93, 
Page 42, of the February, 1924, Phi Delta 
Kappan, in which it is recommended that 
each chapter employ an Executive Secre- 
tary whose duty, of course, it would be to 
attend to all chapter accounting, record 
keeping and reporting. We _ understand 
that several chapters have followed this 
recommendation and that they are paying 
this Executive Secretary a certain amount 

er member, ranging from $0.25 to $0.50. 
n many instances this Executive Secretary 
can be a stenographer to the office of the 
School of Education. The undersigned sug- 
gests that each chapter that has not yet 
considered this recommendation do so at 
its earliest opportunity.

The tenth National Council adopted a resolution submitted by the Committee on National 
Program, directing that the August number of the Put Deira Kappan for each year be devoted 
to a compilation of the research studies conducted by members of the fraternity during the pre- 
ceeding year. In accordance with that resolution, the editor is devoting practically this entire 


issue to this subject. 


Owing to the great number of individual studies listed, it is obviously impossible to spare 
any space for abstracts as suggested by the resolution. However, it may be possible to review 
some of the more notable studies in future issues. 


In a foreword introducing the research number of the Put Detta Kappan, August, 1°23, 
President Gray mentioned the extreme difficulty encountered in securing the data for that report. 
The present editor is pleased to announce that all of the material contained in this issue was 
secured as a result of one letter of request sent to each of the Chapters about May Ist. No follow- 
up letters were written except that faculty sponsors of Chapters who had not replied were notified 
on July Ist, and were asked to forward any material that might have been collected. A number 
of Chapters did not respond to either request. This fact explains the omission of certain Chap- 
ters from the list and is the only reason for such omission. 


The editor feels a very real pride in contemplating this really great volume of accom plish- 
ment and in submitting the record to the fraternity. It may he taken as of course that the quality 
of these studies is high, befitting the work of men who are actuated by the ideals of Phi Delta 
Kappa. Anyone interested in particular studies may communicate with the authors either

Suspensions for Non-Payment 
of Dues 


The Tenth National Council passed an 
amendment to the Constitution providing 
for the suspension of members of the fra- 
ternity who are more than two years in 
arrears in payment of their obligations. 
This amendment was ratified by the Chap- 
ters and is now a part of the organic law 


of Phi Delta Kappa. 


The members of the Executive Commit- 
tee believe that it is imperative for the best 
interests of the fraternity at large that 
this provision be administered carefully and 
and thoughtfully. The Committee is plan- 
ning an early meeting at which this matter 
among others will be considered. A plan 
will probably be suggested whereby this 
action can be handled in a uniform manner 
by all Chapters, giving all delinquent mem- 
bers full notification and a final opportunity 
to remain in good standing. 


Until the suggestions of the Executive 
Committee have been formulated and sub- 
mitted, all Chapters are asked to suspend 
action under this constitutional provision. 
The program worked out by the Committee 
will be in the hands of Chapter Officers when 
colleges open this fall.

The Constitution of Phi Delta Kappa is 
clearly and understandably written.
